Canadians Can’t 
Afford Tax Increase 
Says Grills 


The Liberal government has 
stolen Canada's prosperity with a 
historic array of unjust taxes. Lee 


Hastings charged last Thursday 
night at Tweed. 

The government is borrowing 
heavily to shore up an economic 
threat until after the election, 
Mr. Grills told the Tweed Kiw- 
anis Club. 

Despite inflation, the Liberal 
government "has been content to | 
keep on increasing your taxes to | 
meet its spending programs rather 
than cutting back on expenditures" 
claimed the Conservative camp- 
gigner. 

An announced $800-million 
budget deficit did not include 
$200 million Expo costs or the 
price tag on medicare “which 
cannot be lessthan $100 million. " 

"Not only is the Liberal gov- 
ernment showing this huge def- 
icit," said Mr. Grills. “But the 
new leader of the Liberal party 
has just released his infamous lit- | 
tle red book (the Liberal election 
platform) which would cost the 
public many more millions if that 
party was elected." 

By contrast, said Mr. Grills, 
Conservative leader Robert Stan- 
field, once in office is committ- | 
ed to a balanced budget. | 

"By cutting expenditures rather| 
than increasing the budget, the 
average citizen will be saved 


from another tax increase next 
year," he claimed. | 
"Investment in Canadian in- 


| fighters across North America hav’ 


once a Conservative government 
restores confidence in the Canad- 
ian economy.” 

The Liberal administration has 
borrowed heavily from the U.S. 
and Europe to "keep aserious ec- 
onomic problem under wraps until 
after the election,” said Mr. 
Grills. 

"Not only will increased con- 
fidence in the dollar provide more 
investment. It willhelp lessen 
the serious unemployment facing 
Canada today. There is now 6.9 
per cent of our labor force out of 
work."

A sweeping report on educo- 
tion in Ontario recommended 
that at least one provinical un- 
iversity set up a special instit- 
ute for Canadian Indian studies. 

The Hall report on the aims 
and objectives of educations, 
tabled Wednesday in the legis- 
lature, deals in part with the 
problems of Indian education 
in the province. 

It contains eight specific 
recommendations on Indian edu- 
cation and says an institute on 
Indian studies would be a major 
step in the preservation of tra- 
ditional cultures. 

The report also recommends 
transfer of all federal schools 
on Indian reservations to local 
school board administration 
with consent of the Indian com- 
munity. Costs of the program 
would still be borne by the fed- 
eral government. 

Indians also should be al- 
lowed, by law, election to 
school boards in areas where 
such federal-local transfers of 
authority haye taken place. 

The report suggests a major 
research project into the edu- 
cational requirements of Ont- 
ario Indians. Where nomadic 
habits are prevalent, it recom- 
mends a travelling education 
system be provided to follow 
Indians. 

The report, prepared by a 
24 man committee under the 
leadership of Mr. Justice Em- | 
mett Hall of the Supreme Court | 
of Canada and Lloyd A. Dennis | 
of Toronto, says Indians do not 
receive the same educational 
opportunites as other Ontario 
students. 

"The purpose or aimis not to | 
bring about an all-out assimila- 


tion, but to facilitate a suc- 
cessful and rewarding economic, 
social and cultural integration 
of both individuals and com= 
munities of Indian ancestry. 
"The failure of the present 
(educational) programs and 
structures in helping the ma- 
jority of Indian people achieve 
these objectives makes it nec- 
essary to redefine them. 
"Accordingly, educational 
services for Indians on reser- 
vations in Ontario should be 
entrusted to the province, and 
the services provided for them 
should be of a quality equal to 


children.

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FARMERS WITHOUT FARMS 
STAY IN AGRICULTURE 


If a farmer decides he can't make 
a living from his farm, what can 
he do instead? 

There isnosingle simple answer. 
However, some farmers who can't 
earn enough from small, unecono- 
mic farms, are staying in agricul- 
ture -- on someone else's farm. 
They are being helped to do so. 

William Gibson, once a part- 
time farmer near Plainfield in Has- 
tings county, thinks heis better off 
now as an employee on a large 
dairy farm. 

Mr. Gibson and his father “farm- 
ed" about 150 acres part-time. 
Both worked elsewhere. There was 
no future for two breadwinners on 
a 150-acre eastern Ontario farm. 

William Gibson took his prob- 
lem to Clayton Hall, Stirling, 
Rural Development Counsellor for 
the Agricultural and Rural Devel- 
opment Branch (ARDA) of the Ont- 
ario Department of Agriculture and 
Food. 

Mr. Hall suggested that he seek 
placement through the Agriculture 
Manpower Services of the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture ond 
Food. 

Through Agricultural Manpowe1 
Services, he began work last June 
on the 400-acre dairy farm, near 
Brampton. 

Now Mr. Gibson is doing work 
he likes, and enjoying a comfort- 
able standard of living. Paying 
nominal rent for a house, with 
heat and hydro, and with milk and 
meat provided, Mr. Gibson's in- 
come is the equivalent of an $8,U0U 
9 year salary. 

Today ,if low income makes a 
farmer decide to leave his farm, 
he needn't leave agriculture.' 

ARDA and Agricultural Man- 
power Services are working toget- 
her to relocate farmers who are 

suitable for full-time employment 
in agriculture. ARDA now Pays 
travelling expenses when a quali- 
fied applicant goes for a job in- 
terview arranged by Agriculture 
Manpower Services.

The forest 
tent caterpillar is similar, but 
has spots on its upper side. This 
species is the type that may strip | 
the trees in Northern Ontario. 
Tent caterpillars certainly do 
not improve the appearance of an 
ornamental tree, and if you want 
them removed, there are several 
simple control measure. 
Exterminate these pests at night 
or during a cool spell when they 
have returned tothier tent. They 
can be pulled down with a gloved 
hand and burned, or the limb can 
be removed. Pesticides, such as 
Sevin, Malathion ond methoxy ch- 
lor, are very effective in elimin-
